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TRENDS

One  of  the  most  common  themes  of  letters  we 
have  received  in  the  past  couple  of  years  has  been 
the  effect  of  today’s  level  of  prices  on  collectors  who 
are  still  riveted  to  yesterday’s  budgets. 

Few  of  these  collectors  can  afford  superb 
quality  coins,  if  and  when  they  are  available.  Even 
those  who  can  afford  superb  quality  specimens 
readily  admit  that  MS60  and  MS63  coins  seem 
undervalued  when  compared  to  their  more 
meticulously  preserved,  and  thus  much  more 
expensive,  counterparts.  Professional  dealers,  many  of 
whom  began  as  teenaged  hobbyists,  agree  with  that 
premise  to  a  greater  extent  than  is  generally  believed. 

The  trend  towards  “quality  only’’  coins  began 
about  a  decade  ago.  At  that  time,  the  demand  for 
high  quality  (MS65  or  better)  coins  began  to 
accelerate  rapidly.  The  desirability  of  this  category  of 
coins  waxed  and  waned  periodically  during  the 
1970s.  However,  it  can  be  generally  but  accurately 
stated  that  MS65  or  better  quality  coins  increased  at 
a  hare’s  pace  while  mint  state  coins  of  lesser  quality 
plodded  along  much  like  the  proverbial  tortoise. 


The  tortoise  finally  is  gaining  on  the  hare! 
Unlike  the  fable,  the  rabbit  in  our  context  will  never 
be  overtaken,  but  it  is  somewhat  reassuring  to  see 
perfectly  acceptable  and  collectible  coins  of  sub- 
MS63  quality  gathering  some  momentum. 

Recent  activity  in  our  auctions,  mail  bid  sales 
and  fixed  price  lists  support  the  contention  that 
MS60  and  MS63  quality  coins  are  gaining  in 
popularity  compared  to  superior  coins.  A  decade  of 
“high  quality  only’’  brainwashing  will  not  be  offset 
overnight,  nor  will  there  be  a  mad  scramble  for 
marked  and  unsightly  coins. 

However,  we  would  be  surprised  if  nice, 
pleasing  coins  in  the  MS60-63  classification  do  not 
enjoy  a  resurgence  of  acceptability  among  collectors 
and  investors  in  the  coming  years.

“Walker”  --  A  Magnificent 
Example  of  the  Minter  s  Art

The  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar,  designed 
by  A.  A.  Weinman,  is  the  crowning  achievement  of 
the  minter ’s  art  for  United  States  coins. 

The  striding  figure  of  Liberty  dominates  the 
obverse,  and  her  magnificent  pose  is  matched  by  the 
reverse’s  rampant  eagle,  whose  defiantly  spread  wings 
proclaim  the  bird’s  majesty. 

As  official  coin  of  the  realm  for  the  years 
1916-1947,  the  Walker  is  representative  of  an  era 
when  “money  was  money,”  when  a  coin  flipped 
onto  a  counter  produced  a  dull,  ringing  sound  that 
smacked  of  purchasing  power.  (Of  course,  no  numis¬ 
matist  would  treat  a  coin  that  way,  but  just  once, 
wouldn’t  you  like  to  hear  one  of  today’s  debased 
coins  produce  that  sound?) 

As  a  symbol  of  an  ear  spanning  two  world 
wars  and  The  Great  Depression,  the  Walker  is  hard 
to  beat. 

Hie  Walker  was  the  largest  circulating  coin 
during  most  of  its  3 1  -year  life  span.  Realistically, 
gold  coins  didn’t  “circulate.”  While  silver  dollars 
did, they  were  minted  during  relatively  few  years 
(1921-1928  and  1934-1933)  during  the  “Walker 
period.”  Consequently,  a  valid  psychological  reason 
for  the  Walker’s  enduring  popularity  is  its  size,  just 
as  the  smallness  of  size  is  a  valid  reason  for  the 
current  dollar’s  unpopularity. 

Many  people  like  “the  largest  coin”  and  the 
wealth,  power  and  security  it  represents.  When  these 
qualities  are  combined  with  the  intrinsic  value  of  the 
piece  (it  contains  a  bit  less  than  half  an  ounce  of 
silver)  and  its  staggering  beauty,  one  can  understand 
its  popularity  and  reputation. 

Study  the  next  “perfect”  Walker  you  are 
lucky  enough  to  discover.  Check  the  eagle’s  claws, 
the  delineations  in  the  craggy  hill  on  which  it 
perches,  the  fierce  pride  evident  in  the  tilt  of  the 
head  and  the  aggressive,  sculpted  beak. 

Flip  it  and  enjoy  the  obverse.  The  dignity  and 


assertiveness  of  Liberty’s  stride  is  symbolized  further 
by  the  dominant  rays  of  the  rising  sun.  Marvel  at  the 
cross-hatched  sandal  lines,  the  stars  fanning  behind 
her  outstretched  arm,  the  detail  of  thumb  and  hand. 
Incidentally,  this  is  one  of  the  key  grading  areas 
-well-struck  thumbs  and  clearly  defined  fingers  are 
hallmarks  of  gem  Walkers. 

Happily,  the  art  that  is  the  Walking  Liberty 
Half  Dollar  is  eminently  collectible,  particularly  for  a 
coin  with  such  a  distinguished  history.  The  total 
mintage  for  the  entire  series  is  less  than 
470,000,000.  Fully  300,000,000  were  struck 
after  1940. 

Total  mintage  of  Walkers  is  triple  that  of 
Barber  halves,  but  “common  date”  Barbers  sell  for 
ten  times  the  price  of  “common  date”  Walkers. 
“Common  date”  Walkers  have  mintages  below 
1 0,000,000,  and  most  were  wartime  coins,  freely 
and  quickly  circulated.  A  final  mintage  note 
-Kennedy  halves  totalled  500,000,000  after  two 
years  of  production. 

Investors  have  made  the  Walker  picture  bright 
in  the  past  and  show  no  sign  of  letting  up. 

“Common  date”  coins  sputtered  slightly  in  a  recent 
down  market,  caused  by  the  stout  rise  in  price  of 
these  coins  during  the  previous  boom.  Supplies  came 
out  of  hiding  in  response  to  marvelous  gains,  and 
when  demand  fell,  so  did  prices.  However,  prices  of 
the  earlier  coins,  which  skyrocketed  before,  did  not 
fall.  Evidently,  “few  magnificent  early  Walkers”  is 
the  rule,  as  the  search  continues. 

Gem  Walkers  are  worth  the  search.  For 
beauty,  historic  representation  and  intrinsic  value,  the 
Walker  is  hard  to  beat.

With  each  auction,  we  receive  some  fifty  telephone  calls  asking  us  to 
explain  the  difference  between  CompuBid™  and  regular  mail  bidding. 
We  have  found  that  after  bidders  understand  CompuBid  they  rarely  use 
regular  mail  bidding  methods. 

Several  auctions  ago,  Steve  Ivy  Numismatic  Auctions,  Inc.  intro¬ 
duced  CompuBid  to  solve  some  of  the  problems  encountered  by  mail 
bidders.  Traditionally,  mail  bidders  were  faced  with  budget  allotment 
problems  that  did  not  confront  floor  bidders  who  could  stop  purchasing 
lots  when  they  reached  their  budget  limits. 

Prior  to  CompuBid,  mail  bidders  could  either  bid  the  exact  amount 
that  they  wished  to  spend  on  a  given  group  of  lots  (but  would  probably 
buy  only  a  few  of  these),  or  they  could  bid  on  more  lots  than  they  bud¬ 
geted  for  and  hope  that  their  total  purchases  would  fall  within  their 
budget  constraints.  Neither  method  was  satisfactory. 

Too  often,  the  first  method  proved  fruitless  with  the  mail  bidder  sel¬ 
dom  buying  even  half  of  the  lots  he  sought  because  aggressive  floor 
bidders  outbid  him.  The  second  method  created  the  likely  possibility  of 
the  bidder  being  a  little  “too  successful”  and  overbidding. 

CompuBid  solves  these  problems  by  allowing  the  mail  bidder  to  bid 
on  as  many  lots  as  he  wishes  yet  limit  his  total  spending  to  a  given 
amount.  Once  his  limit  is  reached,  all  subsequent  bids  are  cancelled. 

With  literally  hundreds  of  bidders  participating  in  auctions,  it  would 
be  impossible  to  manually  handle  the  bids.  However,  computer  tech¬ 
nology  enables  us  to  have  this  information  available  immediately  as  each 
lot  is  sold.  Thus,  the  CompuBid  system  permits  uncomplicated  partici¬ 
pation  and  smoother  operations  of  auctions. 

If  you  are  a  mail  bidder  and  have  never  utilized  CompuBid,  I  whole¬ 
heartedly  recommend  its  use.

General  Striking 
Characteristics  of 
1934  through  1947 
Walking  Liberty  Halves

Walking  Liberty  Halves  from 
1 934-1947  may  be  found  with  strikes  that 
vary  from  very  softly  impressed  coins  with 
virtually  no  high  point  detail  to  a  fullness  of 
strike  that  rivals  that  of  a  proof.  For  many 
issues  in  this  range  of  years,  fullness  of  strike  is 
a  consideration  second  only  in  importance  to 
luster.  Walkers  from  1934-1947  are  best 
divided  into  two  groups  for  examination  of 
striking  characteristics.  Coins  struck  in 
Philadelphia  and  Denver  comprise  the  first 
group,  while  those  from  San  Francisco  need 
to  be  considered  separately. 

The  term,  “fully  struck”  for 
Philadelphia  and  Denver  coins  of  these  years 
may  be  interpreted  as  having  full  detail  in 
Liberty’s  head  area,  a  split  on  either  side  of 
the  reed  in  Liberty’s  left  hand,  and  full  skirt 
lines  even  where  the  lines  curve  to  the  right 
past  the  knee.  On  the  reverse,  the  eagle’s  left 
leg  should  have  a  small  area  without  full 
feather  detail.  A  few  Philadelphia  halves  will 
even  show  full  feather  detail  on  the  leg  similar 
to  Proofs  and  1916-1 920  business  strikes.  A 
Walker’s  lack  of  full  leg  feather  detail  should 
not  prevent  it  being  classified  as  a  full  strike. 


The  above  definition  also  applies  to 
“S”  mint  halves  in  the  1930’s.  However,  a 
somewhat  modified  definition  is  required  for 
San  Francisco  halves  of  the  1 940 ’s.  For 
them,  full  detail  in  the  head  area  is  still 
necessary.  In  the  hand  area,  the  splits  on  either 
side  of  the  reed  will  only  be  faintly  visible 
and  much  shorter  than  the  full  length  of  the 
reed  splits  found  on  Philadelphia  and  Denver 
coins.  Skirt  lines  need  only  be  complete  and 
unbroken  to  the  knee  with  one  or  two  lines 
curving  to  the  right  past  the  knee.  Hie  eagle’s 
left  leg  will  have  a  much  thicker  area  on  the 
left  side  with  no  feather  detail. 

Philadelphia  halves  of  this  period 
evidence  great  skill  and  care  of  manufacture. 
The  vast  majority  of  Philadelphia  halves  are 
fully  struck,  have  brilliant  luster,  and  few  bag- 
marks.  They  are  excellent  type  coins  as  most 
issues  are  plentifully  available  and  much  less 
expensive  than  their  Denver  and  San 
Francisco  counterparts.

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Several  Denver  issues  of  the  1 9301  s  are 
more  difficult  to  locate  fully  struck  than  the 
San  Francisco  issue  of  the  same  year.  The 
most  notorious  Denver  weak  strike  of  the 
30’s  is  the  1935-D.  It  is  questionable 
whether  a  full  head  specimen  exists.  Most 
Denver  issues  of  the  1 940 ’s  are  indistinguish¬ 
able  from  their  Philadelphia  counterparts  in 
strike  and  luster. 

The  majority  of  San  Francisco  halves 
of  the  1 930’  s  are  fully  struck.  Occasionally, 
weak  strikes  are  encountered  in  normally  full 
strike  dates.  Only  a  couple  of  years  in  the 
1 930 ’s  have  persistent  striking  problems  and 


neither  of  these  issues  are  as  serious  as  those 
encountered  in  the  1940’s. 

“S”  mint  halves  of  the  1 940’s  are 
consistent  in  their  lack  of  high  point  detail. 
Hie  average  coin  has  a  flat  head,  smooth 
hand  area,  and  skirt  lines  only  one-third 
complete.  As  a  rule,  the  luster  of  these  halves 
is  satiny  and  it  is  the  only  redeeming  quality 
for  many  of  these  coins.  Only  two  issues 
occur  with  any  reasonable  frequency  as  fully 
struck  by  our  above  definition.  The  “S”  mint 
counterpart  to  the  1 93 3-D  has  to  be  the 
1 944-S.  Probably  only  a  handful  exist  fully 
struck.

Q:  What  are  “die  cracks”  and  do  they  diminish  a  coin's  value? 

A:  Die  cracks  are  raised  ridges  of  metal  that  appear  on  certain  coins,  particularly  those  dated 
1837  and  earlier.  This  phenomenon  occurs  when  a  portion  of  a  die  cracks  due  to  extreme 
pressure  during  the  striking  of  a  coin.  At  that  point,  the  metal  from  the  planchet  flows  into 
the  crack,  producing  the  raised  edge.  Die  cracks  in  themselves  do  not  diminish  a  coin’s 
value.  In  fact,  die  cracks  can  often  prove  useful  in  identifying  a  particular  die  variety  on 
early  type  coins.  A  weak  strike  sometimes  accompanies  die  cracks  on  a  coin,  in  which  case 
mention  of  the  strike  should  be  made. 


Q:  When  were  proof  coins  first  made  in  the  United  States? 

A:  These  is  no  exact  answer  to  this  question.  Proof  coins  were  made  for  the  collecting  public 
starting  in  1858.  Before  that,  proof  coins  were  made  in  very  limited  quantities  starting  in 
about  1817  for  dignitaries  or  special  events.  Still  earlier,  “specimen”  or  “presentation” 
coins  are  said  to  have  been  struck,  perhaps  as  far  back  as  1793.  Such  coins  are  usually  not 
up  to  the  standards  of  later  date  proofs,  but  exhibit  characteristics  which  would  lead  one  to 
believe  that  special  care  was  taken  in  their  striking. 


Q:  Why  was  the  reverse  of  the  Buffalo  Nickel  changed  in  1913? 

A:  In  1913,  the  reverse  design  of  the  Buffalo  Nickel  was  changed  so  that  the  buffalo  stood  on 
a  recessed  mound  rather  than  a  raised  mound.  This  design  modification  was  instituted  so 
that  the  words  “Five  Cents”  would  not  wear  as  easily  when  the  coins  circulated.  A  similar 
type  of  change  occurred  in  1925  when  the  date  of  the  Standing  Liberty  Quarter  was 
recessed  to  protea  it  from  early  obliteration.
